"The question of the ipompen- 
sation should not affact the character 
of that service or of. the citizens of- 
fering themselves to perform these 
duties. I do not believe that an in- 
crease such as is proposed would 
bring any improvement in the ser- 
vice.

in these institutions. It finds that 
their are at present over 1100 A<jts 
of Assembly relating to the poor. The 
Commission find that here are no 
uniform mehods 
of accounting 
or 


ibookkeeping in the county poorhous- 
es, and that 
many of the 
homes 


kaep scarcely any records of products 
of the county farm or other points of 
information. 


The annual reports of the state 


board of Pulblie Charities regarding 
the per capita icosts in county poor- 
nouses, the report finds, rarely rep- 
resent the acutal 
per capita 
-cost 


and are often meaningless. The 1916 
report of tihe 'Board of Public 'Chari- 
ties, the Commission finds, 'gives a 
weekly per capita cost varying from 
49 cents in one county, to $6.51 in 
another,. The 'Commission's estimate 
for the same year by including the 
farm products consumed by the in- 
mates runs in a few cases as high as 
?9, $12 and more per week. 


Prom the 1917 reports, submitted 


by the different county almshouses 
to the 'State Board of 'Public 'Charities 
the Commission 
finds the 
average 


cost per capita to amount to $5.87 
a week, or $25.14 a month. 
This 


cost, the Commission finds, does not 
include in many cases the farm pro- 
dulcts consumed or the interest and 
depreciation on the permanent in- 
vestments. The per capita costs per 
week in the year vary from 56 cents 
to $1.15 per week in the submitted 
reports. 


By including the farm products, 


the 
Commission's 
estimates 
vary 


from $1.95 per week ,the lowest, to 
$16.14, the highest. The Commis- 
sion's report also shows nine insti- 
tutions in the State maintaining on 
an average between 10 and 20 in- 
mates, while seven more have less 
than 10 inmates each.

county home with 11 inmates spends 
a total of $6655.60, or $605.05 per 
year per 
inmate, while 
another 


county home maintaining three in- 
mates is found spending a grand to-

One almshouse is 
maintained solely for one inmate, 
and while the direct cost on him to 
the county 
amounted to 
$110.26

lETIfTUEW 


Tuesday brought the memlbers of 


the Bedford 'County Liberty Loan 
Committee into session for the fifth 
time. Tha meeting was called\ to or- 
der by Chairman Egolf after which 
short addresses were made by George 
W. Derrick, of Everett, L. H. Hinkle 
of Bedford and others. No specific 
plans were laid but a general plan 
promulgated advanced and many oTj- 
stacles discussed. 


After the meeting in the Trust 


Building a luncheon was served at 
the Fort .Bedford Inn. Here the first 
toast was given by E. McLain Wai- 
ters, who told of the plans of the 
Government in advertising the loan. 
They expect to have an exhibition 
train along the line containing tro- 
phies of the war and exhibiting a 
big army truck which will travel the 
streets of Bedford if allowed. Metals 
will 'be awarded to the workers of 
tha loan, cut out of captured German 
helmets and they hope to have a 160 
foot dirgible a flying machine 'come 
over the mountains to Bedford if a 
landing" place can 'be secured. The 
dirgible is not positively determined 
as jet. The rate of the loan is not 
made public and neither is the quota 
for Bedford County or is the manner 
of the loan. It may be by notes ex- 
piring in 5 years or in two forms of 
notes. That has to be worked out by 
the officials. Mn Pennell, Mr. Jordon 
Mr. Hinkle m'ade addresses and a let- 
ter was read from Mr. Reynolds who 
was appointed Vice Chairman of the 
county and who could not attend be- 
cause of previous business appoint- 
ments.

I. Who Jesus Is (John 1:35-51). 
It- is absolutely indispensable tluit 


every pupil regardless of age should 
know clearly who Jesus Is and what 
he came Into the world for. It should 
be the ardent desire of every teacher 
to make so clear the person and work 
of Christ that the pupils may accept 
him as their Saviour. Nothing short 
of his Deity and vicarious atonement 
will avail for salvation. 
What he is 


set forth to. be is through personal 
testimony. 
For the most part that 


which he was. found to be is through 
personal Investigation. 


1. The Lamb of1 God (v. 86). 'John 


testified that he Is the Lamb of Gfod— 
the world's sin bearer. The word used 
and the Idea conveyed carry us back 
to Isaiah 53 and forward to Jesuc on 
the cross, bearing our sins In his own 
body. Christ had been definitely point- 
ed out to John by the Holy Spirit (TT. 
38, 34). 


2. The Messiah (v. '41). At the Invi- 


tation of Jesus, the disciples went and 
abode with" him for a day. As a result 
of that day with Jesus they testified 
that he is the Messiah. He is that one 
whom God had anointed to be the 
Saviour of men. 


3. The Son of God. (v. 49). Nathan- 


ael was interested through the testi- 
mony of a friend. Philip told him that 
he had found Jesus of Nazareth, of 
whom Moses had written. 
He knew 


tliat Nazareth was not the birthplace 
of the Messiah, therefore he inquired: 
"Can any good thing come out of Naz- 
areth?" At the invitation of Philip he 
made a personal investigation. As a 
result he testified that Jesus was the • 
Son of God, the King of Israel. 


4. The Son of Man (v. 51). This Is 


Christ's own testimony. It shows that 
he is the Messiah who, according to 
Daniel's prediction (Dan. 7:13), would 
appear in 'divine glory and establish a 
universal and eternal kingdom. 
In 


this testimony of Jesus is foreshad- 
owed the union of man and God, and 
through him the establishment of a 
medium of communication between 
earth and heaven. This is the reality 
of Jacob's vision at Bethel (Gen. 28: 
12). 


II. His Mission in the World (Matt. 


20:27, 28; John 3:16). 


He came to give his life a ransom 


for many. The world was lost In sin 
;—about to perish. Christ voluntarily 
gave his life—died instead of the sin- 
ner. 


1. The world Is dying like the Is- 


raelites, because bitten by the serpent 
of sin. 


'2. Christ, like the brazen serpent, 


has been lifted up upon the cross as 
the remedy for sin (John 3:14, 15). 


3. As the Israelites must look up to 


the uplifted serpent, so those who 
would be saved must believe on Jeans 
Christ (John 3:16). While looking 
by faith to the crucified Christ saves 
from the death-sting of the serpent, a 
neglect or refusal to believe on him 
means to perish.- 


4. This provision was made by God. 


It emanated from his love (John 3: 
1C). "For God so loved the world that 
he gave his only begotten Son." 


I I I . What He Gives (Rom. 8:31, 32). 
God gave his Son to save a dying 


world. Those who accept his Son have 
God on their side. He that spared his 
Son will freely give all things to those 
who receive him. He even makes all 
things work together for good to them 
\\ho love him (Rom. 8:28).

Carried Out Contract to limit, 


Disdaining Offars to Escape. 


"The war is over; I'm not going to 


buy any more Liberty Bonds."' 


This is a remark you may have 


heard. 
Many persons are making it 


thoughtlessly every day. Maybe you 
have said it yourself. If you have, 
surely it is because you forgot that 
contract you made with those partners 
of yours, James Yaeger and I. Berry, 
less than two years ago. 


What? You never had those men 


as partners? First, refresh your mem- 
ory a bit in regard to Yaeger. Let's 
see, it was in April, 1917, that you 
made that agreement with him. The 
terms were very favorable to you. 
Yaeger was to go in training, brave 
submarines, bullets, shells and gas for 
an unlimited period, for $30 a month, 
to protect you and your family. You 
were to remain in comparative com- 
fort, only guaranteeing that Yaeger's 
salary and all expenses incident to his 
perilous mission 
should 
be 
paid 


promptly. At that, you were not ask- 
ed to give this money outright—only 
to lend it at a good rate of interest. 


Now, your other partner, Berry. 


Perhaps you have forgotten him, too. 
He was a lieutenant in the Fifth Ma- 
chine Gun Battalion. His agreement 
with you was the same as Yaeger's— 
he was to give 'his service, even to the' 
death if required, while you were to 
do your part in footing the bills. 


How did these two partners of 


yours carry out their part of the con- 
tract? The War Department's records 
are eloquent on this point.

By adopting cleaner threshing meth- 


ods and by literally combing harvest 
fields to gather grain formerly wast- 
ed, threshermen and farmers of the 
United States this year saved folly 
16,000,000 bushels of wheat, estimated 
as equivalent to about seven one-pound 
loaves of bread for every person to 
the country. This result, accompanied 
by corresponding savings of barley, 
oats, rye and other grains, Is shown by 
rpports from 33 grain states to the U. 
S. Food Administration. Other states, 
although not prepared to furnish defi- 
nite figures of conservation in the 
grain fields, report greatly reduced! 
harvest losses. 


This rural food saving achievement,, 


accomplished in scarcely sis months' 
time, was 'n direct response to re- 
quests by the Food Administration^ 
which asked farmers and threshermeE: 
to reduce harvest losses from about 
3*4 per cent.—the estimated average 
In normal times—to the lowest possi- 
ble minimum. Country grain thresh- 
ing committees carried 
into every 


grain growing community the official 
recommendations 
for 
accomplishing 


the results desired. 


In numr/rous instances' drivers of 


racks with leaky bottoms were sent 
from the fields to repair their equip- 
ment and frequently bad order thresh- 
ing machines were stopped until the 
cause of waste was removed. But in 
proportion to the number of persona 
engaged In gathering the nation's grain 
crop, cases of compulsion were com- 
paratively rare. The Food Admin!** 
tration freely attributes the miccesa o£ 
the grain threshing campaign to pa- 
triotic service by farmers, thresher- 
ns«n and their crews.

The Kaiser is entirely impenitent. 


He is not only convinced of his in- 
nocence. .He sees himself as one who 
strove harder than any mlan in the 
world to avert war. As for being 
put on his trial he laugihs at such an 
idea. * * * If he thought he was 
to be arraigned before an interna- 
tional tribunal he would destroy him- 
self, not out of any fear of the rer- 
suit of such a trial, but 'because he 
would regard such an ordeal as in- 
sufferably undignified. He says: 


"I am answerable for my conduct 


only to God and God knows how 1 
strove, to my own peril and the peril 
of my throne, to avert the calmity 
of war." 


"I have made mistakes. I see now 


where I might have done 'better, but 
consider my difficulties. I came to the 
throne too young. I really succeeded 
my grandfather, the hundred days of 
my father's reign do not count. I 
succeeded 
my grandfather 
and I 


was encircled by his statesmen. They 
were all old men. They regarded me 
as a boy. They treated be with amus- 
ed tolerance which the old men in 
those days employed toward their 
youngers. It was- really insufferable. 
I determined to assert my power. 
The oppoition I encountered made 
me headstrong. I can see now how 
bad it was for me^ I fbecame impati- 
ent, intemperate, brut in spite of my 
•faults I did help Germany to grow

peace for many years, and if Russia 
had not betrayed the world there 
would ibe peace now.

was the message received at the Women's Department of the Y. M. C. A. from several 
officers in charge of the men doing guard duty beyond the Rhine. 
No society, 


miserable little towns, cold climate and not much to do but drill, created among 
the American troopers a great longing to Bet home without delay. 
The "Y" re- 


sponded promptly to the appeal and the photograph shows a part of the first one 
hundred Red Triangle workers sent from America direct to Germany to cheer up 
our Doys, banish homesickness and chase away the blues. 


IN WAR—AND AFTER. 


New York, March 28.—Over three 


thousand troop trains carrying 2,500,- 
000 men have been accompanied by 
Y. M. C. A. *2presentatives from the 
early days of the war to March 1, 
1919 
In one year, beginning March 


4, 1918, "Y" secretaries were on troop 
transports for over 775 sailings, serv- 
ing 2,000,000 American soldiers on 
their way to France. Since the armis- 
tice this service of the Transportation 
Bureau has been concerned especially 
with returning troops, and from the 
embarkation ports in France to de- 
barkation points in the United States 
and then on trains with soldiers to 
their demobilization camps, "Y" sec- 
retaries are always present. In Feb- 
ruary, 1919, 246 troop trains were ac- 
companied by Red Triangle men in 
this service.

"Y" WOMEN'S UNIFORMS 


STARTLE BEATEN HUNS 


Paris, March 29.—The American 


army has women soldiers in the ranks, 
and not only women soldiers but wotnen 
officers, leading United States troops 
The Germans have seen them with 
their own eyes. The alarming gains of 
the suffragists in America have long 
been known in Germany and now the 
wildest reports have been confirmed 
"Damenoffizers" are seen daily on the 
streets of occupied cities on the Rhine! 
They had been seen marching on foot 
with the troops! 


These tales, it has been found, have 


their source at Coblenz, and the ex- 
planatii>n is a source of much amuse- 
ment to American officers. 
The day 


the first division entered the city 
across the pontoon bridge that spans 
the Rhine a group of Y. M. C. A. girl 
canteen workers in uniform marched 
at the head of the troops at the special 
request of the units to which they were 
attached. They were billeted at night 
In makeshift quarters and they carried 
their ration tins and lined up for 
mess. "Damenoffllcleren!" whispered 
the Germans, which in English is. 
"Women Officers!" 


Despite explanations, the first im- 


pression has persisted and probably 
•will for some time, because the "wo- 
men officers" are still living proof of 
the story in an increasing number of 
German towns. The Y. M. C. A. pro- 
gram for the troops in Germany was 
mapped out, it seems, before the ink 
had hardly dried after the signing of 
the armistice and 'this program is be- 
ing carried out by growing numbers 
of "Y" men and women in the occupied 
areas. 
Supplies are going forward 


daily by rail and motor truck and en- 
tertainers have been mobilized for an 
extension of vaudeville and concert 
work.

That legislation legalizing enter- 


tainments of an educational character 
on Sunday is necessary in Pennsyl- 
vania to lessen social unrest and to 
check the spread of Bolshevism is the 
opinion of Joseph S. Green, of the 
plant protection bureau of the United 
States military intelligence depart- 
ment. He says that practically all 
manufacturers, merchants and other 
employers of labor will he openly in 
favor of the Rorke bill now in the 
legislature, which 
if 
passed 
will 


greatly modify the ancient blue laws 
of 1794. The blue laws of Pennsylva- 
nia are known throughout the United 
States as perhaps the most rigid of all 
the legislation that has survived since 
Colonial days. In discussing this sub- 
ject, Mr. Green says: 


"What the working people must 


have now is contented minds. We 
have come to that stage in our social 
development 
in America when we 


must recognize that the great masses 
of the people will not go to church. 
Of course there are many thousands 
of persons who do attend church serv- 
ices, but there are a great many more 
thousands who do not attend churches. 
The continued restriction placed upon 
Sunday recreation is interpreted by 
many working peojTe as a form of op- 
pression. In many cases this has been 
developed into a form of hatred. Our 
investigations in the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict have led us to the firm convic- 
tion that there must be provided some 
forms of mental recreation for the 
working people on Sunday which is 
the one day in the week when they 
are refreshed and in the natural state 
of mind to appreciate good entertain- 
ment. 


"Some modification of the restric- 


tions upon Sunday recreation is neces- 
sary if we are to prevent the growth 
of the ugly spirit that frequently de- 
velops into labor troubles and riots. 
The agitators 
in this district are 


numerous and unscrupulous. They 
are seeking with all their might to 
stir up unrest and to create a spirit 
of resentment in the working people. 
The motion picture, I think, is the 
greatest agency for popular education 
n the world today. It has a refining 
influence and a good motion picture 
show will do any man a great deal
